“LONDON, Aug. 19.—The critical 
Moment has arrived in the transfor- 
mation of Russia. The Bolshevist 
power is breaking up and allied troops 
have entered Russia by three gate- 


ways that still remain, in the north, 


in the Caucasus, and in Siberia. 

It ia characteristi¢ of the anomalies 
of thé situation that«whereas in the 
north the Bolsheviki are fighting the 
Allies and describing them in thélt 
tnilitary bulletins as “the enemy,” in 
the south British troops have come to 
the rescue\of other Bolsheviki, who, 
with Armenian .volunteers, are de- 
fending Baku against a Turkish force. 

Se far the allied operations in Rus- 
aia ate in the Initial stage. The ‘diffi- 
cult work of preparation has been suc- 
cessfully surmounted, the enterprise 
is launched, its aims are proclaimed, 
and the troops are already in contact 
with different sections of the Russian 
population. That the allied force has 
“peen welcomed in the north is beyond 
question.

Inhabitants Sturdy Peasants. 


_ The great’ majority of the inhabi- 
tants of the thickly wooded northern 
Governments are sturdy, independent 
peasants. There are few large land- 
owners, and little industry, ,apart 
from saw milling. The class struggle 
has been hardly felt in this region, 
and there has been little sympathy 
for the Soviet doctrine, and for 
months past the population has been 
looking to England for relief. 

As long ago as last December, when 
I was traveling to Kiev in a carriage 
full of soldiers, who were discussing 
with some amusement the declaration 
of Ukranian independence, I heard a 
soldier from Archangel put the view 
prevailing among his people in one 
“ Well,” he said, “ if Rus- 
ala. is, going to split up into a lot of 
' separate States, we in the Archangel 
government think the best thing we 
can do is to put ourselves under Eng- 
jand.’”

Oil Tanker Fired’ 27 Shots at 
Submarine Off Nantucket, 
Setting It on Fire.

Merchant Captain Tells: How 
He Saw U-Boat Officer In 
New York Restaurant, 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug, 19.—-A> Ger- 
man submarine was sunk in a-running 
battle ‘with a“British tank steamer last 
Friday, about 300 miles northeast of 
Neatucket,. according. to members. of 
the tanker’s crew. ~The oil ship arrived 
here tonight from Mexico; 

When first. sighted, the U-boat was 
two miles away, according to the Cap- 

tain of the tanker, who «said. he im- 
médiately opened fire. Two shots from 
the submersible struck the British ship, 
one of them passing through the boiler 
room and the other through a tank. 
Neither of the shells exploded, and did 
no material damage, the Captain re- 
ported. 

Twenty-seven: shots were fired by the 
tank ship, one or more of which, her 
master declared, ‘scored clean hits, as 
flames .were seen bursting from the 
port side of the submarine, which, he 
said, sank a few. minutes later.

Merchant Captain Tells the Navy

WASHINGTON, Aug.. 19. — — From an 
authoritative naval source it was learned 
tonight that German submarines have 
twice cut cables along the coast of the 
United States and that officers and men 
of German.

Information. has’ been 
given to the Navy Department that an 
under officer of a submarine recently 
operating off the Virginia coast is be- 
lieved: to have gone unnoticed to New 
York and mingled. with crowds in saloons 
and other. places in, that city.

Of course, during 
the Winter months, when fighting 
eases off, both sides. will replenish 
their combat fordes as best possible.

an age lower than 18, except, :perhaps, 
Germany,"’ said General March, .‘‘ The 
age limit. in most countries. is 50 years. 
As a principle I would say that ‘the 
maximum is 50‘and the minimum 18, 
while we have found thet Germany-had 
some as young as 16 years. 
-* By, June 30, :1919, we shall need all 
the men from 18 to 45. We. must not 
conclude that the men between 18 -and: 
19 are going to be deferred any length 
of time.-.No committee ought to make: 
a law which prevents the War Depart- 
ment from going into the 18 and 19 class 
when ‘necessary.’ 

General March said- thet the strength 
of the army on Aug. 1 last was 3,012,- 
112, divided.as follows:

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE, Aug. 18.—About the 
Fourth of July Ludendorff had it all 
worked out what would happen to 
the allied forces if they made a bold 
attack on the German lines. In a 
long general order dated July: 6 he 
outlined the great scheme of de- 
fensive tactics, and wound up by 
| saying: 

“It could only be to our benefit if 
the Entente should attack.” 

While with a good many of~his 
soldiers this is now the case, Herr 
Ludendorff and his imperial ‘master 
forgot the henefits which have been 
wished for by the Allies for their 
own enjoyment, benefits which have 
been reaped and those which are still 
to come. 


Ludendorff’s . order seems pred- 
icated upon the principle that the 
best way for the German infantry 
to bedt the allied infantry was to 
get out of the way and let the artil- 
lery do it. His secret order began 
by calling attention to the large 
number of Germans captured in 
recent attacks, which :ncluded the 


performances of the Americans inf 
the region of Chateau-Thierry. The 
order said that this showed the Ger- 
man front lines were too strongly 
held, and that a more elastic front 
should be used, keeping the main line 
of resistance from 500 to 1,000 
meters: back. Then it outlined a 
system of outposts to be sacrificed 
to engage the enemy until “ anni- 
hilating ” artillery fire fell on_the 
field of combat: The order doe#*not 
specify what was to happen to the 
Hun fighters in the zone of combat. 

Ludendorff then tells the army 
there is no. need to bother about 
allied attacks in force, because the 
soldiers were altogether lacking for 
such efforts. Nevertheless, he tells 
in these words what to do in such an 
eventuality: : 


“In case of attack methodically | 


fire, we should . 
prepared by artillery ithe garrison of an advanced zone 


‘should retire or hold its ground, re- 


just as methodically renounce the in- 
tention of fighting to keep hold of 
an advance zone.” It ‘is much better 
to evacuate it. It will, perhaps, be 
necessary later to determine upon a 





new v tie of fesistance’ ‘if we dé not 
succeed by our annihilating fire in 
preventing the enemy establishing 
himself in the advance zone. We will 
lose some ground, it is true, but the 
fear that the troops of the Entente 
may be able to cause us to. fall back 
some kilometers is absolutely un- 
justifiable, because the Entente has 


at its disposal just as few men as we’ 


have for such attacks. It could only 
be to our benefit if the Entente 
should attack. The enemy generally 
attacks in dense lines. We could not 
wish a more propitious occasion to 
inflict losses upon him. The com- 
mand and troops should be prepared 
for this and make the énemy suffer, 
avoiding at the same time losses on 
our side.” 

In conclusion, the order says: “If 
the manner in which the enemy at- 
tacks leaves any doubt as to whether 


It is al- 
ways better than to suffer losses in

At the other end of the line yester- 
day the advance east of Soijssons has 
been immensely improved by the 
capture of the Plateau of Nouvron, 
immediately north of Fontenoy. Fon- 
ténoy, which, is on the bank of the 
Aisne, was the extreme left of the 
line from which Foch started his 
magnificently successfyl counteroffen- 
sive in July. 

As a result of that victory the Allies 
secured bridgeheads on the north 
bank of the Aisne at Soissons and 
Pommiers, but have since been unable 
to dislodge the Germans on the adja- 
cent henghts of Pasly and Cufftes. 

The simple rectification of the front, 
described in this afternoon’s com- 
muniqué, appears to be a decided step 
forward toward. securing the great 
plateau above Pommiers, from which 
the heights of the Chemin des Dames 
may ultimately be turned. 

With the Nouvren heights in allied 
hands, the position of the Germans ih 
clinging to the hills north of the river 
in front of Soissons must speedily be- 
come difficult, and their retreat to- 
ward the Chemin des Dames may be 
anticipated. The further capture by 


the French of the important plateau 
west of Neampcel gives them a 





very valuable view, and places in their 
hands excellent supporting points for 
future operations. 

The advance made yesterday is ex- 
tremely valuable because of the favor- 
able influence it must have not only on 
the operations against Roye, Lassigny, 
and Noyon, but especially on the ef- 
forts against the Crown Prince’s 
troops, still resisting on the Vesle 
front. Every foot the Allies con- 
tinue to advance on the line whence 
yesterday’s attack started means 
greater possibility of being able to at- 
tack the German positions on the 
Vesle from their rear. Yesterday's ad- 
vance, therefore, brought much nearer 
the probability that the Germans on 
the Vesle will soon have to choose be- 
tween -continuing their retreat to the 
Chemin des Dames positions or being 
caught on ah exposed right flank. 

American Dash at Frapelie. 

The brilliant work of the American 
troops on Saturday in low ground bor. 
dering the little River Fave, east of 
St. Dié, in the Vosges, has securely, 
perhaps, received the attention it de- 
serves. It may be taken for :granted 
that the affair must have been pretty 
serious for the enemy, otherwise Lu- 





dendorff would not have allowed him- 
self in an official report to state that 
the German advanced posts had

was that very few of the defenders of 
these advanced posts succeeded in 
falling back, as nearly the whole lot 
were killed or made prisoners.

BANS ‘SHIFTING OF BLAME 
Excuses Such as ‘Uncle Sam’s tun; 
ning Roads” or ‘‘McAdoo’s Or- 
dere” Called Reprehensible. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Ralilroad 
employes were specifically ordered by 
Director General McAdoo today to show, 
courtesy In dealings with the public and 
to céase é¢xcusing train delays and other 
errors with the plea that “ Uncle Sam 
fs running the railroads now.’ 

‘** The public-be-damneu ’ policy will 
in no circumstances be tolerated on the 
railroads. under Government control,’’: 
said the Director General's order, which 
follows: ; 


United States Railroad Administration, 
Washington, D. C.,. Aug. 19, 1918. 
To All Employes in the Railroad Serv- 

ice of the United States: 


Complaints, have reached me from 
time to time that employes are not 
treating the public with as much con- 
sideration and courtesy under Govern- 
ment control of the railroads as under 
private control. I do not know how 
much courtesy was accorded the pub- 
“lic under private control, and I have 
no basis, therefore, for accurate com- 
parison. I hope, however, that the 
reports of discsourteay under Govern- 
mient administration of the railroads 
are incorrect, or that they are at least 
confined *to a relatively few cases. 
Whatever may be the merits of these 
complaints, they draw attention to a 
question which js of the uiunost im- 
portance in the management of the © 
railroads. 

For many years it was pularty 
“believed that a the public-be-damned "’ 
policy was the polrcy of the railroads 
under private control. Such a policy’ 
is indefensible either under private 
control or Government control. It 
would be particularly indefenaible un- 
der public control when railroad em- 
ployes are, the direct servants of the 
public. “The  public-be-damned ”’ 
policy will in no circumstances be tol- 
erated on the railroads under Govern- 
ment control. Every employe of the 
railroads should take pride in serving 
the public courteously and efficiently. 
Courtesy costs nothing, and when it 
is dispensed it makes friends of the 
public and adds to the self-respect of 
the employe. 

My attention has also been called 

to the fact that employes have some- 
times offered as an excuse for their 
own shortcomings, or as a justification 
for delayed traiu; or otner difficufues 
the statement that ‘‘ Uncle Sam is 
running the railroads now,’ or 
‘They are McAdoo’s orders,” &c. 
Nothing could be more reprehensible 
than statements of this character, and 
nothing could be more hurtful to the 
success of thé Railroad Administra- 
tion or to the welfare of railroad em- 
ployes themselves. No doubt, those 
who have made them have done so 
thoughtlessly in ‘most instances. but 
the harm is just as great if a thing of 
this sort is done thoughtlessly us if 
done deliberately. 
There are many people who for parti- 
san or selfish purposes wish Govern- 
ment operation of the railroads to be 
a failure. Every employe who is dis- 
courteous to the public or makes ex- 
evses or statements of the kind I have 
described i3 helping. these partisans 
or selfish interests to discredit Gov- 
ernment control of railroads.

“er annum. In aetier | rr inet this’ in- 
crease the public has heen called nup- 
on to pay largely increased passenger 
and freight rates.

The 1 that 
every employe can do in return is to 


serve the public ‘courteousl faith- 
fully and efficently. 
A great romonsibility and duty 


rests upon the railroad employes of 
the United States. Upon their oyalty, 
efficiency. and patriotism depend 
large part America’s success and the 
overthrow of the Kaiser and all that 
he represents. Let us not fail to 
measure up to our duty and to the 
just demand of the public that rail- 
road service shall not only be ef- 
ficient, but that it shall always be

TWO NORWEGIAN SHIPS 
- SUNK BY SUBMARINES 


Steamer and Bark Sent to Bottom 
Off Atlantic Coast—All the 
Crews Reached Shore Safely. 


BOSTON, Aug. 19.—Captain “David 








Evans of the British steamer Penistone, 
who was taken aboard a German sub- 
marine as a prisoner ‘after the undersea 
boat sank’ nis ‘vessel off Nantucket last 
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week, was landed here late today: With 
Captain Evans were eight members of 
the crew of the Norwegian steamer San 
Jose, also a victim of the same sub- 
marine that destroyed the Penistone. 
The San Jose was sunk on Saturday 
morning. Captain Evans, who had been 
kept prisoner on the subdmarine eight 
days, was put into one of the San Jose’s 
small boats, which was picked up later 
by a Government vessel. Naval au- 
thorities refused to g?ve out anything 
concerning the experiences of Captain 
Evans or the sinking of the San Jose. 
The Penistone was sent down 100 miles 


' east of Nantucket on Aug. 11. Her en- 
gineer was killed and four firemen were 
wounded by the explosion of the torpedo 
in her engine room. The other survivors 
landed on the New England Coast. four 
days later, after having suffered se- 
rey from their experience in open 


Captain Evans appeared little the 
worse for his adventures. He was: seized 
by the German commander when he 
tried to return to his sinking vessel for 
the ship’s papers. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The ‘Nor- 
wegian bark Nordhav was sunk by @ 
German submarine 125 mites off the 
Virginia Capes Saturday. Her crew es- 
ceped in emall boats and -have been 
brought into an Atlantic -port .by an 
American warship. 

Advices to the Navy Department to- 
day announcing the sinking did .not 
say whether the bark was torpedoed or 
shelled. he was a vessel of 2,623 net 
tons and sailed on June 15 from Buenos 
Aires, Argentina. ° Captain Berntsen 
was master of the bark. 

The Navy Department announced to- 
night that all the members of the crew 
of the San Jose, which was sunk soday 
have beén accounted for:. Thirty-one in, 
all were landed at an Atlantic port.

Germans - Angered by ‘Uncensored 
Dispatches He Received—All 
| . His Property Confiscated. 





‘Deputy Attorney General Becker gave 
dut: a statement on Sunday. in which he 
told of an attempt by the Imperial Ger- 
man Government, through its Ambassa- 
dor. at Constantinople, to.buy the Otto- 
man Telegraphic News Agency, the offi- 
cial news dispenser of the Turkish Em- 
pire, and bearing very much the same” 
relation to the Ottoman Government as 
Wolff's agency bears to the German 
Government. 

Although 40,000 marks and then 
100,000 marks were offered for the prop- 
erty, the offer, so Mr. Becker said, was 
déclined. The Deputy Attorney General 
did not tell what Germany’s next move 
was to acquire a channel through which: 
to spread its prépaganda in the guise 
of news dispatches. This was told last 
evening by the man to whom the offer 
was made and the owner of thé Otto- 
man News Agency. He is Selih Gourdji, 
now living in New York at’ 635° West 
Fifty-second Street. 

Mr. Gourdji is an Arab, and was born 
in Bagdad. He was one of the most 
active organizers of the Young Turk 
Party, and when that party came into 
power he'becamea a member of the 
Turkish Parliament. After completing 
his studies in political science in Paris 
he returned to Constantinople, and es- 
tablishea the Ottoman News Agency. 
As for his experiences with the Ger- 
man Government and with his own after 
it had become thoroughly Germanized, 
Mr. Gourdji said: 

*‘In May, 1914, the German Ambassa- 
dor offered, me 40,000 marks for my 
agency. This offer I refused, saying 
that the business was profitable and 
that, even if it. were: not, I was for- 
tunate to be of independent means and 
I wished to retain and further develop 
what I had built up. Not long after- 
ward the bid was raised to 100,000 
marks, which was also declined... Mean-

Blaze Kept from Chemicals with 
Difficuity——N. Y. Juvenile Asy- 
lum Half a Mile Away.

WAR LABOR SHORTAGE 
NEARLY 1,000,000 MEN 


Appeal for Volunteers to Do Un- 
‘skilled Work as a Patri- 
otic Service. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19,—That the 
shortage of labor in war industries, esti- 
mated at nearly 1,000,000 men, is seri- 
ously ‘curtailing production, and unless 
quickly ‘remedied, threatens to result in 
a shortage of supplies and equipment. 
for the army when it is i under 
the new program, was emphasized today 
in a statement of the Department of 
Labor. ‘ 

The shortage in skilled labor is becom- 
ing almost’ as acute as that in unskilled 
labor. The available supply of unem- 
ployed labor is now practically depleted, 
the department said, and the one remedy 
lies in the patriotic récognition by :non- 
war employers that they must release 
labor ‘to war industries in order’ not to 
imperil the ‘supbly: of the military 
forces. 

Solution of the problem has. been put 
up to the individual States, Nathan A. 
Smyth, Assistant Director General ‘of 
the employment. service, today notified 
all State Directors that ‘‘ the serious- 
ness of the situation can scarcely be ex- 
aggerated.”’ 

‘* Instance after instance,’’ Mr. Smyth 
added, ‘‘has come to our attention, 
where the lack of unskilled labor threat- 
ens to cause some highly essential war 
project to close down. 

** What, perhaps, is most needed in 
cur war industries is an infusion of men 
who will undertake to work as common 
laborers because of our country’s need. 


Americans, like the English ,and the 
Frenc must learn that * common 
labor,’ "when performed for one’s coun- 
try in time of war, is worthy of any 
man, whatever his ey position or 
ex.perience.”’

Germans Are Using Them to 
crease Heavy Artillery Range. 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, Aug. 
19, (Associated Press.)—The Germans 
are now using false noses on shells. of 
certain ¢altbres: of heavy artillery.- The 
shells used in the bombardment: of ‘the 
Paris’ region had false. noses inorder 
to increase the range of fire. Official 
documents captured at the front show 


that a considerable part of the German 
armament has been provided with this 
device. 

Ten, twelve, and sixteen inch projec- 
tiles have been found td. be provided 
with false noses, some of them longer 
than the shell itself. They also appear 
to have been provided with a-double- 
acting fuse. 


LAKE COAL MOVEMENT LAGS 


Total Is Nearly 9 Per Cent. Be- 


hind the Schedule. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.— With a 
comparatively short period remaining of 
the Great Lakes navigation season, the 
movement of bituminous coal is 8.8 per 
cent. behind schedule, the Fuel Ad- 
ministration today announced. An extra 
effort is being. made to speed up ship- 
ments of coal on the Great Lakes before 
Winter sets in. 

The Ohio operators, who ship most of 
this coal, will meet district representa- 
tives of the Fuel Administration Thurs- 
day and Friday in Cleveland, when 


the coal situation will be discussed.

The induction of Irving Berlin. into 
the National. Army naturally marked 
the begirining of a new era in musical 
military. affairs, and’ some of the. re- 
sults, of the amalgamation were re- 
vealed at the Century Theatre last night 
in the shape of a rousing show given by 
and for the men from Camp. Upton. 
Previous. service shows. have demon- 
strated that this type of entertainment 
requires no handicap from the musical 
comedy of, Broadway, and the Upton- 
ites, with the professional hand of. Ber- 
lin at the helm, have turned out -an 
entertainment which is in all respects 
the equal of the service shows which 
have gone before, and in several par- 
ticulars their superior. ‘“ Yip!

_U-BOAT LEFT MEN. TO DIE. 


Norwegian Sailor Tells How Eight 
‘Perished on a Raft. 


LONDON, July 31, (Correspondence of 
Associated Press.)—A story of nine sail- 
ors, four of whom were wounded, left 
by a German submarine commander to 
perish on a ‘ramshackle raft in the 
North. Sea, where eight of them died, is 
told by Haakon Onison, the sole sur- 
vivor of the Norwegian bark Eglinton, 
now recovering in a British naval hos- 
pital. When near death, Ohlson was 
rescued by a British motor boat patrol- 
ing in Heligoland bight. 

The Eglinton was carrying coal to 
Norway when attacked py the sub- 
marine, firing shrapnel. The Captain's 
right arm was shattered, the steward 
was badly wounded in the leg, a sea- 
man was shot through the body, and the 
second mate’s arm was torn by splin- 
ters. 

The ship filled rapidly, but the crew 
put out a raft made. of five planks 
and supported by barrels. <A barrel of 
water and a case of biscuits were 
placed on the raft. "che submarine came 
up, fired into the sinking bark, and 
passed within twenty feet of the unfor- 
tunates as it circled about the raft. 

** Not a word did the Huns say to us,” 
said Ohlson. ‘“‘ although they could see 
our wounded and the plight we were in. 
There was a stiff breeze blowing, and I 
expected the raft to break up. The sub- 
marine steamed away.

DR.WEISS ASSERTS LOYALTY 


Dr. von Strensch, Wealthy Friend 
of Kaiser, Recommended for In- 
ernment for Period of the War. 


Dr. George C. Weiss, former Heaith 
Commissioner of.-Mount Vernon, was 
placed on trial in the Federal District 
Court before Judge J. C. Hutcheson yes- 
terday charged with having stated that 
although he was an American citizen 
he was pro-German and that if his son 
was drafted and sent. overseas with the 
Americah forces he, Dr. Weiss, would 

‘start something.” The. remarks which 
Dr. Weiss is alleged to ‘Have spoken 
were uttered, according to the indict- 
ment, on June 16, last, in the Villa Cali- 
fornia, a restaurant near the Empire 
City Race Track at Yonkers: ~ 

The jury to try the case was quickly 
obtained and Assistant United States 
District, Attorney James S, Johnson, 
who is prosecuting the case for the 
Government, called as his first witness 
Dal Hawkins, ‘the proprietor of the res- 
taurant in which the alleged seditious 
remarks are said to have been spoken. 
Mr. Hawkins testified that Weiss, after 
buying and drinking a pint of wine, 
made the remarks. charged “and that in 
order to prevent the other people in the 
restaurant from attacking Weiss he or- 
dered ‘him out of the restaurant.. When 
counsel for the defense asked Hawkins 
if Dr. Weiss was drunk when he made 
the remarks charged, he replied: 

‘“*I would not say that he was drunk, 
although his actions indicated that he 
had been drinking.’’ 

Other witnesses called by the Govern- 
ment corroborated what Hawkins had 
testified, and said that Dr. Weiss had 
said that ‘‘ Germany will win the war 
ard the Dutch in me is coming out, and 
I intend to make trouble,’’ and other re- 
marks of a similar nature. 

Dr. Weiss, in answer to questions by 
his lawyer, said that he had bought 
Liberty bonds, that he had contributed 
to the Red Cross, that the American flag 
flew from a staff on his home place, and 
that he had taken part in many patriotic 
exercises and gatherings. He read a 
letter written to his son on Memorial 
Day of last year, in which he said that 
now that the United States ‘‘ is involved 
in the fray there is but one »vath, and 
that all medical men, ol@ as well as 


young, will soon be called to the colors.”’ 

Testifying as to what happened on 
the day he is-alleged to have uttered 
the seditious remar “ Dr. Weiss put in 
a defense that he was intoxicated. He 
said he was a victim of ‘periodical 
sprees’ and that he had twice taken 
the whisky cure. On June 16, 1918 
the date named in the indictment, he 
asserted that he had had an automo- 
bile trip to Rye Beach and New 
Rochelle, and that in various places 
he had drunk cocktails and straight 
whisky. He said that he had no recol- 
Goraie. of having visited the Villa Cali- 
ornia, 

“Now that you have heard Hawkins 
and. the other witnesses testify about 
what they wey you said in the. Villa 
California, I wish to ask you if those 
remarks, 
feeling toward’ the United States?”’ 
Weiss was: asked. 

“They are not my sentiments,”’ me 
replied, ‘‘and I have not a drop of dis- 
loyal blood in my veins and I ‘have’ 
always stood ready to do my bit for ‘the 
country.”’ 

John Fraser, the chauffeur who drove

August .Richard von 
Strensch, recently arrested on a Presi- 
dential warrant.as a dangerous enemy 
alien,. was. recommended for internment 
for the rest of the war yesterday. Dr. 
Von Strensch is 61. years’ old, and is 
said to be a member of one of the 
wealthiest families in ‘Wiirtemberg, Ger- 
many. Under examination by agents 
of the Department of Justice he said 
that when he was twenty-one years old 
his father had given him $100,000 with 
which to ‘start business. Instead of 
poing. into -business he rejoined the 
Saxon Artillery as an officer, and 
he Said that in 1886 he was summoned to 
the Foreign Office in Berlin and direct- 
ed to go to Africa and make an ‘inspec- 
tion of commercial conditions Lana 
Subsequently he said Emperor I.,:grand- 
eager he said Emperor a 
dfather of the present Kaiser, 
Sondekn don: him the title .of :‘‘ von.’’ 
Strensen came to this. countfy in 1891.

CAPT. FISH IN THE FIGHTING. 


His Helmet Hit by Shrapnel—Nar- 
row Escape from a Shell. 


A letter received from Captain Ham- 
ilton ‘Fish, Jr., now in ‘service on: the 
western front in. France,: bya friend in 
this city shows. that Captain Fish is one 
of the officers in the thick of the fight- 
ing there. Writing under date of July 
25, he says: ’ 

‘““The last two weeks have’ been sleep- 
less preparing and waiting for the Ger- 
man offensive. Consequently, when it 
broke loose we were ready for them and 
gave them a bad beating, which I hope 
wili hasten the end of this fiendish war. 
My company was holding first line po- 
sition the night of the 15th, and if the 
boches had attacked in force we would 
have all been sacrificed. It was not a 
pleasant anticipation to go through for 
ten successive nights, but luckily for us 
the boches did not attack in force and 
contented themselves with smothering us 
with shells. My - company lost three 
killed, six wounded and four badly 
gassed: The men conducted themselves 
bravely. 

“We are now acting as support for a 
French regiment in an active sector and 
the shells are constantly crashing over- 
head. I have had several narrow es- 
capes, being hit by shrapnel on the hel- 
met, and being covered by dirt from a 
big German shell in an open field. My 
horse, a fine, powerful bay, was killed 
a few days ago in a barn a couple of 
miles behind the lines. War is no re- 
spector of men or animals. We have 
held the boche all along the Champagne 
front in the intermediary positions and 
his losses have been very severe. 

‘‘I hope to get my permission about 
the first of August or as soon as this 


battle has become stabilized. For the 
last five months I have been at or near 
the front and am ready for a change of 
environment.”’

CONGRESS AND THE COUNTRY. 

Congress continues te please itself 
rether than the country by insisting 
upon its origina] ideas regarding tax- 
ation rather than those suggested to 
a dy representatives of the taxpayers, 
and by the collectors of the taxes. The 
Treasury, as administrator of the ex- 
isting tax laws, and the commercial 
organizationa of the taxpayers, are in 
the best position to know the hard- 
' ships under the tax Jaws, and to sug- 
gest changes for their convenience 
and for the enlargement of the Gav- 
ernment’s {Income with least disturb- 
ance to the activities from which the 
taxes result. Yet Congress is so in- 
different te the Treasury's suggestions 
that its Ways and Means Committee 
is asking the Treasury to accept as a 
compromise a proposal to make worse 
the excess profits tax. The Treasury 
went as far as it should in accepting 
the excess profits tax in its original 
form asa complement to the war 
profits tax. Te aecept an increase in 
the tax on the lower classes ef excess 
profits would be te increase the dis- 
crimination against them under the 
‘original tax. 

The discrimination was net inten- 
tional, for Congress prefers te dis- 
eriminate against wealth. But the re- 
turns under the excess profits law

many, and the Kaiser, in the name 
of military necessity, defends all the 
erimes his soldiers have committed. 
He was callous te the enormity of 
bombing defenseless towns in Eng- 
land and France until, protests prov- 
ing unavailing, reprisals were re- 
gerted to, on the same principle that 
it became necessary to use poisonous 
g@ases-in defensé of helpless troops. 

In the British raids there has always 
been an objective, railway stations, 
munition factories, steel works, bar- 
ks, military headquarters, aero- 
dromes, as appears from an official 
report of the British Air Ministry of 
eleven weeks of raiding such towns as 
Zweibriicken, Mannheim, Karlsruhe, 
Thionville, Metz, Conflans, Treves, 
Saarburg. Doubtless there was an ob- 
jective when Frankfort was bombed. 
However, the French and British do 
not deny that in their raids noncom- 
batenta are. killed, nor are they 
shocked when such casualties are re- 
ported. Reprisal is a part of their 
program. Retribution it might be 
called. 

It is net international law that the 
Kaiser is concerned about in his whine 
to the Burgomaster of Frankfort. The 
destroyer of cathedrals, works of art, 
monuments, and ancient relics, who 
thanks Gop in interviews dictated to 
Karl Rosner that the fair Fatherland 
has been spared the horrors of war, is 
fearful for the treasures of Frankfort, 
the Rémerberg market place, the Gu- 
tenberg Monument, the Kaiserplatz, 
the Goethe and Schiller statues, the 
Cathedral of St. Bartholomew, the 
Nikolaikirche, built in the thirteenth 
century; the Kaisersaal, the house in 
which GozTHEe was born, the picture 
gallery of the Stlidel Institute, and 
many other treagures not -#q be 
teuched by vandal hand. The Kaiser 
can regard devastated Belgium and 
despoiled France with equanimity, but 
Jet bombs be dropped upon historic 
Frankfort and he stands aghast at 
the enemy's wanton disregard of inter- 
national law. 


WHY THEY WANT HIM. 

There ia a queer misapprehension 
among some of the opponents of Mr. 
HENRY Forp‘s burst into the Michigan 
primaries. Thus The Detroit Free 
Press ascribes to him a contempt for 
the political precesses by which the 
Government is carried on. “ Mr, 
ForpD,” says The Chicago Tribune, 


“has indulged himself for years in 


“ the gratification of not knowing any- 
“thing about the country’s political 
* procedure, of not connecting himself 
“with it, or having anything to do 
“with it.” 

This is a little unjust. Mr. Forp 
remembers that he cast his first vote 
for President “ for GaBFIELD ” in 1884. 
If his memory, busy with so many 
weightier matters, has mislaid his 
eandidate’s name, at least Mr. Forp 
enee voted, and he knows that there 
are Presidents. 

But it is not as an authority on poli- 
tics, on the American political system, 
that he has been picked for Senator 
by an expert and an illustrious hand. 
Just as the Prussian Herrenhaus in- 
cludes a number of life-peers who are 
ehesen by the King from among 
great landholders, rich industrials, 
“national celebrities’; just as the 
House of Lords has among its mem- 
bers great men of business, of letters, 
se should not our Senate be in part a 
Chamber of Notables, of Magnates, -a 
House of Fame, in another than 
CHAUCER’s sense? 

Few men are better known than Mr. 
ForpD. In the matter of swift, ro- 
mantic, inexhaustible riches Monte 
Cristo was Lazarus compared to this 
Wolverine machinist. He is one of 
the greatest carriers in the world. In 
what hamlet is the sound of his wheels 
unheard? His experience on the ship 
of peace makes him an authority on 
shipping. His Christmas evacuation of 
the trenches makes him an authority 
on military affairs. Yet not as a com- 
mon politician, but as a rare, a nat- 
ural, an unconscious genius do his en- 
thusiasts push him toward the Senate.

FINLAND’S FRIENDS. 

The proposal of the Finnish Gov- 
ernment to send captured soldiers of 
the Red Guard army which fought 
in the Finnish civil war last Winter 
to work in the German potash mines 
not unnaturally found considerable 
opposition in the Finnish Diet. Fin- 
land needs German potash, Ger- 
many needs labor which does not have 
to be paid and which can be worked 
to death if need be; but despite the 
bitterness felt against the Finnish 
Bolsheviki, there were those in the 
Diet who denounced the preposed ar- 
rangement as a slave trade in the 
bodies of fellow-citizehs. 

The troubles ef Finland began with 
the Bolshevist rising last Winter, sup- 
ported by Russian Bolgheviki from 
Petrograd. But to an outsider it 
would seem that a Government which 
ended the civil war with German aid 
and practically turned the . whole 
country ever to Germany did not bet- 
ter matters much; a view which 
seems to be held by such distinguished 
Finns as General MANNERHEIM and 
ether national leaders, Such evi- 
dence as we have available indicates 
that the great mass of the Finnish 
people are sadly dissatisfied with the 
German domination. brought upen 
them by the &Svinhufvud Govern- 
ment; but the Finnish White Guard 
propaganda in this country is not 
helping the cause of the Finnish 
people by attempting to exculpate 
SvINHUFVUR. His acts speak more 
loudly than their words; a gentleman 
who confers the Grand Cress of Fin- 
nish Liberty on the Kaiser and pro- 
poses to send fellow-countrymen to 
ferced labor in German mines is 
hardly to be trusted with the whole- 
hearted support which Finns in this 
country think wa ought to give him. 
Of the excellent intention of the Fin- 
land Constitutional League of Amér- 
ica there can be no doubt, but they 
would gain more support for their 
cause by backing up the anti-German 
majority, whose aise was impressively 
shown by the opposition to the in- 
stitution ef monarchy, than by at- 
tempting to convince Americans that 
there are no Germans to speak of in 
Finland, and that any who may be 
there went in against the opposition 
of the present Government.

THE GRAIN HARVEST. 

“There will be war bread of better 
“quality than last year’s, practically 
“ without rationing, for. all who are 
“ fighting Germany,” said Mr. Hoover 
in Londen last Saturday. Our wheat 
harvest is nearly completed, While 
the official report for Aug. 1 showed 
a slight reduction of estimate, the 
erop will exceed last year’s by at least 
225,000,000 bushels, ewing to ah acre- 
age increase of 28 percent. The early 
promise of a great yield in Canada 
has not been fulfilled, for reduction 
has been caused by drought and un- 
timely frosts, but the Government’s 
estimate is' 232,000,000 bushels, or 
only 2,000,000 less than the crop one 
year ago. From the two countries 
350,000,000 bushels can be sent to our 
war partners in Europe. - 

Their own crops exceed those of 
1917. In France there is a gain of 
25 per cent., and there was @ large 
addition to British acreage. A great 
accumulated surplus in Australia will 
be available when ships to carry it an 
be spared. In our Western fields 
wheat has been more fortunate than 
corn. Since the August report, which 
indicated a reduction of 171,000,000 
bushels of that crop in a menth, se- 
vere hot weather has caused -addi- 
tional less, estimated by a prominent 
crop expert to have been 400,000,000 
bushels in seven States. But last 
year’s crop was a great one, and much 
has been carried over. There will be 
corn enough to keep up the supply of 
meat. 

Our farmers were urged by the Gov- 
ernment to increase their Winter 
wheat acreage for next year’s crop by 
about 10 per cent, In Kansas, Mis- 
souri, and parts of the Northwest they 
are now plowing for that crop, which 
should be larger than the one now 
coming to market. There must still 
be, as Mr. HOoovER says, “ economy in 
“ consumption, so that we may carry 
“over from this harvest a stock of 
“foodstuffs that will form positive 
“ insurance ” against possible weather 
losses next year. Increase of seeded 
acreage will be additional insurance, 
and farmers should be commended for 
planning the increase, although the 
supply of hired labor is small,

Nicholas 
Vasilievitch Tohaikovaky, an old friend 
of mine, is the right man in the right 
place. His reputation at home and 
abroad and his high moral character are

large, Tehsikovsky is a graduate of St. 
Petersburg University. 

If Mrs. Breshkovsky is called the 
grandmother ef Russian revolution, then 
Tchaikovsky should be called its grand- 
father.

War Has Cut Shipments of 
Works of Art, Automobiles, 
and Precious Stones. 


DROP IN CHINA AND LACES 


Foodstuffs, Cheese, Olives, and Olive 
Oll Are Far. Below Ante- 
bellum Figures. 


Americans are getting aleng without 
luxuries from Europe and elscwhere, 
according te a compilation isaued yes- 
terday by the National Bank. This 
shows that in virtually the vane 
usually classed as luxuries the 1018 
Gevernment fiscal year figures fall ma- 
terlally below those of the 

year and are far less than thosg.cf the 
year before. the outbreak of th@' Eure- 
pean war. 

Just how great the actual reduction 
had been was difficult te state, the 
bank said, due to tha fact { many | 
of the articles usually cl as lux- 
uries were stated only in the Govern- 
ment reports in figures of value, As 
prices of these per unit of quantity have 
advanced the lower value figures de not 
adequately represent the decline in 
quantities imported, 

In almost all articles tn which quan- 
tities were stated the fall-off was very 
large, and in these measured only by 
value figures there was in most cases 
a heavy reduction. 


The Decrease Only Natural. 


“That luxury imports should be less 
than before the war,”*the bank's atate- 
ment said, “ig quite natural by reason © 
of the fact that many of the articles 
of this character originated in Hu- 
ropean countries, some in the countries 
with which we are now at war, and 
some in thoge of our allies, now too busi- 
ly employed to manufacture or other 
wise accumulate materials of this class 
for exportation. - 

Coming to details of the 1918 luxury 
importations inte the United States, it 
is shown, for example, that this coun- 
try imported only $11,000,000 of art 
works in the fiscal year just ended, 
pgainst $28,000,000 in 1917 and $35,000,- 
000 in the fiscal year 1914, just preced- 
ing the start of the war. 

In automobiles the value in 1918 was 
only about $50,000, against nearly 
$2,000,000 fn 1913, and more than $2,000,- 
000 in 1012, while the average value per 
rmachine imported in 1918 was less than 
one-half that before the war. —Dece- 
rated chinaware imported in 1918 was 
only about $3,500,000 in value, against 
about $8,000,000 in 1914. Of cotton laces 
imported in 1918 the value was only 
about $10,000,000,- against $16,500,000 in 
1917 and nearly $34,000,000 in 1v14. Of 
silk laces the 1918 imports were valued 
at but little more than one-half those 
of 1914. 


Fewer Precious Stenes Coming, 

Of cotton plushes and velvets the 
quantity imported in 1918 was less than 
1,000,000 yards, against more than 
$,000,000 in 1917 and practically 5,000,000 
in 1914. Of ostrich feathers, in 1918 
the imports were valued at nearly 
$1,000,000, against nearly $4,000,000. in 
114° and. over $6,000,000 in 1918, In ~ 
precious stones the -total for 1918 was 
only about $32,000,000, against $47,000,- . 
000. in 1917 and $50,000,000 in 1913. whifle

RE-EDUCATION DATA 


Results of eich Deaf 
-Mutes May Be Applied to 
"Disabled Soldiers. 


|MANY TURN TO FARM. WORK. 


Surprisingly Large Number of Oc- : 


'. gupations Open to Those 
Bereft of Hearing, 


The term “ re-education’’ is often a 
misnomer for what turns out to be the 
primary initial education of the soldier, 
In.many cases the cripple, the nervous 
wreck, will receive for the first time in 
his life the vocational training that he 
should have received early in life, ‘when 
in possession of all his faculti _But 
re-education is the ‘complete, albeit 
tardy, recognition of the right of the 
citizen to be fully equipped for the eco- 
nomic struggle. The disabilities result- 
ing from the ordeal of the. battlefield 
may in many cases be ho more severe 
than the congenital defects of many a 
man who has stayed peacefully at home. 
Yet the latter has seldom enjoyed the 
advantages of a specialized éducation 
which would take into account his spe- 


cific’ defects and prescribe for them. 


The surest path to the effective solu- 
tion of the problem of the returned sol- 
dier is found in the complete and expert 
analysis of the effect of the training 
which. has already been given in greater 
or less degree to those among the civil- 
ian population who have suffered from 


similar defects. 

Such an analysis has just been made 
and published by the Government Cen- 
sus Bureau. It concerns the deaf mute, 
and in its survey of the occupations 
and the means of communication of 
this type of defective it throws light 
upon the. problem of the soldier who 
has had his hearing destroyed by shell 
fire. Obviously there are differences 
between the congenitally deaf and 
those who have lost their hearing after 
many years of schooling and practice 
in the use of language, but the general 
problem remains the same. First, the 
loss of hearing may incapacitate the 
man for the occupation in which he was 
formerly engaged. Investigation of the 
trades in which the deaf are now prof-— 
itably employed _ shoul throw light 
upon the work to which he may turn 
his, hands after the Government has 
thoroughly trained him in it. Second, 
he must be given new and@ effective 
means of communicating with his fel- 
low men, ‘The standar ractice and 
the results obtained therefrom are en- 
lightening. f 

According to the census enumeration, 
there are 44,708 deaf-and-dumb persons 
in the United States. To each of these 
there has been sent a schedule of thirty- 
six questions. About half the number 
answered the questions, and, although 
this may seem a small proportion, it is 
felt, from the character of the answers 
and the kind of people that made them, 
that the information obtained is typical 
for the whole group. The answers were 
classified with respect to geographic 
distribution of the deaf and dumb, sex, 
race, and nativity, country of birth of 
foreign-born white deaf-mutes, age, 
marital condition, age when hearing 
was lost, cause of deafness, heredity 
and deafness, education, means of com- 
munication and ability to read lips, and 
occupations and economic status, 

That there is no dearth of jobs for 
the deaf mutes is shpwn by the number 
of kinds of work they are already en- 
gaging in. The farmers are the most 

mportant numerically and it is striking 
to note that in just this field where they 
excel] the deaf mutes will find the great- 
est number of opportunities, and also 
may render the highest patriotic ser- 
vice. ‘The farmers represent about one- 
seventh of the total number of deaf and 
dumb males gainfully employed yee +7 

t is 
interesting to note that this percentage 
is approximately the same as the cor- 
responding proportion for the general 
male population 10 years of age or over 
gainfully employed. 

Agricultural laborers, not including 
those on the home farms or connected 
with the stock raising industry, ranked 
next, forming about one-eighth of the 
total, and agricultural laborers on ‘the 
home farm third, with 8 per cent. of 
the total. These three<dccupations to- 
gether comprised about one-third of the 
total, a proportion practically the same 
as that for the total male population 
10 years of age or over gainfully ejn- 
ployed. Then there are the printers, 
lithographers, pressmen, custom work- 
ers on’ boots and shoes, carpenters, 
tailors, painters, glaziers, lumber mill 
workers, cabinet workers, tobacco and 
cigar workers, foundry and metal: work- 
ers 

Obviously there are certain general 
classes of occupations from which deat 
mutes are by reason of their defect more 
or less debarred, whereas in others their 
defect would be little, if any, handicap. 
The returns show that deafmutism con- 
stitutes less of a bar to employment in 
manufacturing and mechanical pursuits 
and building and hand trades than in 
any other broad occupational group 
since nearly one-half of the deaf mutes 
were in them, while only one-third of 
the general population were so engaged. 

We too often think of the deaf as go- 
ing through life making gestures in or- 
der to get themselves understood, but 
it has been proved over and over again 
that even the congenitally deaf can be 
taught to speak in the vast majority of 
instances, and moreover can be made to 
understand others by watching the lips. 
In this sense the defective is put upon 
exactly the same plane as the normal 
person. In fact, 25 per cent. of the deaf 


‘| can now communicate by speech, and 33 


per cent. of them can.read the lips of 
others. So if the worker can learn a 
trade and be as efficient at it as his 
hearing neighbor, and can communicate 
with every one by the use of ordinary 
speech, he enjoys the essentials of 
democracy, that is, equal opportunity. 
Since we are fighting for democracy, 
the policy of the Government in bring- 
ing about this state of affairs by re- 
education conforms with the aims of 
the ,war. 

TRat the country has not been un- 
mindful of its afflicted is attested by 
the fact that the laws of twenty-two 
States provide especially for the com- 
pulsory education of the deaf, while in 
the Constitutions of twenty- -nine there 
are references to institutions for the 
deaf, stating, usually, that such institu- 
tions must be established and main- 
tained by the State, or that it is the 
duty of the Legislature to provide by 
law for the education of the deaf. 

‘Throughout: the United States there 
are now 47 public residential schools, 
37 private residential schools, 76 public 
day, schools, and 4 eres! for the aged

‘DIG NOW FOR NEXT SPRING. 


Waste of Time to Harvest. Potatoes” 
Without Spading the Whole Patch. 


The wise war gardener is now pre- 

paring for next Spring. There is a lot 
of hard work thst must be done some- 
time between now and the planting sea— 
son of 1919, and if it is spread over the 
‘cool days of August, September, and 
October, and even November, it will be 
out of the way when the grand rush 
comes in April and May. 
Here is an example set by one of the 
most successful gardeners in Tenafly. 
His first planting of golden bantam 
} corn came in the last week in July, and 
by ‘Aug. 1 he had a vacant spot. eight 
feet by fifty, where. the corn nad stood. 
Instead of following the lazy precedent 
of his neighbors and giving the fodder 
to the local Italian iceman for taking it 
away, he turned to with a sharp, round 
pointed spade, laid all the corn stover 
lengthwise of the row; and as he went 
along spading, cut it into pieces not 
over six inches long’ and turned it un- 
der. The job was done leisurely on cool 
days when the exertion was not over- 
heating, and in a season when & well- 
kept garden is giving its owner little 
concern except to harvest it. The novice 
probably will say he wasted his time, for 
the ice.man would have left the ground 
clean, and it will have to be spaded next 
Spring anyway. But that’s where the 
novice is mistaken. The ice man would 
have left the ground clean, but he would 
have carried off perhaps two hundred 
pounds of the very finest fertilizer, 
which the ground needs for next year. 
The Tenafly man has turned this corn 
stcever so far under that by Spring it 
will be thoroughly rottea and ready to 
supply the humus that most gardeners 
buy in the shape of manure at $3'a load. 
Furthermore, it is Just where it will do 
the most good, about six inches under 
the surface and not mixed with the top 
soil as manure spaded or raked in next 
Spring would be, and, again, this rot- 
ting corn stover will absorb three times 
its bulk of Winter rain and snow water 
and hold it against the early dry spells 
of Summer. 

The novice is also mistaken about our 
Tenafly -friend having to spade this 
ground again next Spring. The rains, 
snows, frosts, and thaws it will experi- 
ence before April will leave this soil 
well. compacted but soft and friable, and 
when planting time comes a rake will 
put it into far better condition for plant- 
ing than if the spading had been put 
off six or seven months. Novices gén- 
erally labor under the error that soil 
for planting should be loose and open, 
as it usually is immediately after spad- 
ing. It should not be hard, but the 
under layer should be compact and 
firm, so that there are no airholes or 
open spaces for roots to die in.

Representative Sims said the 
bill was prepared by experis of the War 
Industries Board, and was indorsed by 
President Wilson, Secretary Baker, and 
heads of boards directing conservation 
and war activities. 

The bill carries an initial appropri- 
ation of $200,000,000 for acquiring power 
plants. A large portion of this would be 
uséd to build or acquire power plants at 
the’ mouths of coal mines. Refuse coal 
would be used for fuel and electric 
power transmitted to factories doing 
War work. 

Representative Sims ‘said that the Ad- 
ministration was anxious to have the 
bili passed speedily.
